Rome, Dec. 31. — News that J. P. 
Morgan, of New York, had contribut- 
ed $10,0011 to the roller fund was 
communicated lo the government by 
Ambassador Grls om. who also In- 
formed the Juke of Aota, president 
of the national relief committee of 
the douatlon. People are touched 
by the promptitude with which Mor- 
gan has contributed. The fact that

Tlte Mans Continue*. 
Home, Dec. 31. — The te'»gram 
from 'Palmi says the continuance of 
the storm Is bringing the greatest 
hardship to the survivors. The streets 
are described as filled with naked, 
huii- ^ and helpless people.

P. Taft Is proprietor of the Cincin- 
nati Tlmes-«tsr snd brother of the 
president-elect. 

The election of Mr. Bnrton. who 
lives within 100 miles of Senator 
Charles Dick, gives the northern part 
of the state two senators and Jeopard- 
ises Senator Dick's seat when hla 
term expires. Both Mr. Taft and 
Senator Foraker lire in Cincinnati, 
and probably one or both of them 
will contest for the sest of Senator 
Dick. 

The retirement of Senator For- 
aker takes one of the bitterest ene- 
mies of President Roosevelt snd Mr. 
Tsft and one of the strongest re- 
actionaries out of the aenate.

I have a bunch of letters from advertisers asking 

ine to criticise their advertisements; to tell them 
wherein the copy is bad or good. 

It is nearly all bad; but most bad advertise- 
ments pay. The better the copy, as a general rule, 
the better the results. Good copy for one class of 
tt.ide might be very poor copy for another. But there 
are a few broad general principles which are always 
true. 

Your advertisement should be attractive enough 
to catch the eye. Sue doesn't do this. A two inch 
single column card may be made to attract more 
notice than an announcement as big as a sheet of note 
paper. If your advertisement isn't seen it isn't read, 
•and if it isn't read no matter if it has ten million 
Cast illation it isn't worth a postage st.imp Yo*J arc 
not laTrPtttial in circulation but in i enters of adver- 
tisements. 

The next point is to make your advertisement 
readable. As a rule the most readable copy is printed 
in fairly large book type ; one kind of type with a 
display heading or two and the reading matter divided 
into easy paragraphs. Most advertisers think that by 
crowding the space to its utmost they are getting 
bigger value for their money. Within reasonable 
limits the very opposite is true. Ten words read are 
worth more than ten thousand words looked at. 

If I were advertising a retail shop and I found 
that my advertising appropriation woi l l allow me to 
take a two inch card daily in four newspapers I should 
multiply the two by four aud take an eight inch card 
in one newspaper. 

Hut the scrct of copy is personality; red hot 
hustling life. Like breeds like. If your shop is a 
hustling go-ahead concern and this spirit is reflected 
111 your advertising, the contagion will soon spread. 
The first hundred customers are the hardest to gel . 
Ihe second hundred come iu about half t!u tunc; the 
third hundred are altracted by the crowd. 

The lull paije announcements of the department 
stores overshadow the small dealer; but there is 
opening up a pre.tt field in every big city for the at-, 
ttactive advertising ol Ihe smaller shop. This ad- 
vertising most be done in a new way; it must be 
pleasing, refined, convincing; it mud appeal to the 
individual who loves quiet rather than noise ; the very 
antith sis of the broadside bargain advertising so 
common in every newspaper.
